tain steps they cover the graves of the 
fallen with flowers to-day who marched 
and fought for the union and lie many 
blessings to posterity many years ago. 


cousins on this aide have taken up the 
refrain and are helping the English to 
talk "rights of all men." 


The right of all man begins and ends 


with the right to protection to life and 
property. These rights are most fullj 
accorded to all men by the English 
government, but these rights are pro- 
tected by born Englishmen, and cot 
by foreigners who have become Eng- 
lishmen by intention. The Transvaal 
government could not in any civilized 
form be more scrupulous over the 
elective franchise than is England. 


When it is learned that the much- 


boasted rights given by England to all 
men are confined to the rights of .Ufe 
and property, while the lion is roaring 
at a weak power, demanding all the 
rights to Englishmen that the people 
of the weak power possess, it is not 89 
exalted a position that England occu- 
pies when it is fighting the Boers for 
the rights of oil men. There were more 
rights conferred by the Boers on the 
English than England will claim could 
be conferred upon the Boers under the 
English system. The talk about the 
rightp ot all meu will do when usurpa- 
tion is the object through extension of 
power over a weak people.

LONDON, May 30.—Cables from Shanghai indicate the 


situation in China as most desperate. Thousands of Boxers, 
a Chinese secret society, intent on expelling foreigners, are 
gathering about Peking. The Boxers, no doubt, are being en- 
couraged by the Empress Dowager and the entire Manchurian 
army. The Imperial troops seat against the Boxers found 
themselves hopelessly outnumbered. 
Several hundred were 


killed and several guns and many rifles were captured. 
The 


remainiag troops then deserted to the Boxers. 


The Belgian Minister, escorted by a strong body guard, 


has gone to obtain an audience with the Chinese Foreign 


Office. A number of his countrymen with their families have 


been cut off by rebels at Chang Hsin Tiem 


Minister Carter has asked for United States marines to 


guard his legation, and authority has been cabled him. All 


foreign offices in Peking have sent for troops to protect them. 
The Boxers are murdering missionaries and converts through- 


out the Empire. 


Pioche Almost Wiped Out by Fire

BIGHTS OP ALL MKN AGAINST THE 


HOURS. 


If it is deiired to arrive at the view 


taken by those to the money interests 
of England and the United States who 
favor the position of England in the 
Bo-r war, it may be learned from any 
publication on the subject made by 
those who represent these interests in 
this country, when discussing the sub- 
ject. 
The following extract, taken 


from a publication made by Henry 
Clews & Oo., bankers in New York, 
fives oat the idea entertained upon 
the subject by those who take the 
English Tiew of the war: 


"Both Baton and English 
hare 


fought for liberty as each understood 
it. Bat the Dutch liberty was for the 
Dutch only, while tbw English fongbt 
for equal rights for all men and not 
for the privileged tew of a single na- 
tionality." 


The theory is that England hi its 


power can say to the world, come to 
any part of the world where England 
rules and you shall have the same 
rights that all other men have, which 
is true in a sense for the protection of 
life and property, but the right to 
participate In government is not made 
a part of the rights of all men, as the 
rl«ht to rnlo is reserved for English- 
man only. It requires an act of Par- 
liament in the tight little island to 
give a right to a foreigner to hold real 
eiUU in England in fee, and it is not
